THE OLD COURT HOUSE AND PRISON, BUILT IN 1774- 


Th e county of Bedford was erected 


out of a pert of Cumberland county, 
•under an act of the Provincial Assem- 
bly, in 1771. 


The town of Bedford was surveyed 


and laid out in 1766 by the Proprietary 
of the province. 


About 1750 a Scotchman named Kay 


established 
an 
Indian 
traders' 


post at the place. 
For many years 


the post was known as Raystown. 
"The Raystown Branch" of the Juni- 
ata river, and ''Ray's Hill" were prob- 
ably so called after Ray, or his post. 


In 1755 Col. John Armstrong suggest- 


ed Raystown as a suitable point for a 
fort. In accordance with this recom- 
mendation, the advance column of 
General Forbes' army erected a fort in 
August, 1753, and it was then named 
Fort Raystown. 


After the sad death of General 


Forbes, in 1753, Gen. John Stanwix 
was appointed as his successor. 


General Stanwix, in writing to Gov- 


ernor Denny, dated his letter "Fort 
Raystown, August 13, 1759 " This 
came, then first given, was retained 
until thu year 1766, when the town 
was regularly laid out by the Propri- 
etory and called "Bedford." 


According to tradition, the Duke of 


Bedford, prime minister of the Eng- 
lish government, presented to the 
commander of the fort a beautiful 
lilken English flag.in appreciation of 
the honor. This flag is still in an excel- 
lent state of preservation in Bedford. 


An act of assembly was passed in 


1795, incorporating the town of Bed- 
lord. But for some unknown reason 
the act was not accepted. However the 
town was regularly organized as a 
borough under the act of 5th Febru- 
ary, 1817. 


THE ORGANIZATION OF THE COUNTY. 
Under the act of 1771, erecting Bed- 


ford county, Arthur St. Clair, Bernard 
Dougherty, Thomas Coulter, William 
Proctor and George Woods were named 
as commissioners, "to purchase a piece ed the two i 
of land in Bedford, in trust for the use posea. (b) 
of the inhabitants of said county, and 
thereon erect and build a court house 
and prison." By virtue of this act the 
town of Bedford was made the seat of 
justice for the county. 


On the 13th of November, 1771, the 


above named commissioners purchased 
from James McCaslin lot No 6 in the 
general plan of the town, on the north 
east corner of the public square, fo 
one hundred pounds. The reason fo 
not erecting the public buildings on 
this lot is unknown-,but it is very prob- 
able that the commissioners were un- 
able to obtain a good, valid title there- 
to, for it appears that the Penns sub- 
stquently sold the lot to Jane Dun- 
lap and daughter in 1790. The said 
commissioners were afterwards author- 
ized by an act of assembly to sell the 
laid lot, but no trace of such sale can 
be found. 


Tradition says that a log house was 


built on this lot by the commissioners, 
which was used 
as a 
provisory 


"court house and prison." 


THE COURTS. 


The first court was held in Bedford 


on the 16th of April, 1771, at the inn of 
Henry Wertz, before William Proctor, 
Jr , Robert Cluggage, Robert Hanna, 
George Wilson, William Locheny and 
William McConnell, Esq , "Justices of 
Our Lord the King," under commis- 
sions of the 13th of March, 1771. 


Robert Hanna, Dorsey Pentecost and 


John Stephenson were appointed coun- 
ty commissioners and Samuel Davidson 
county treasurer. 


Arthur St. Clair was commissioned 


as prothonotary and clerk of the sever- 
al courts. 


On motion of Bernard Dougherty 


Robert Magaw was 
admitted anc 


sworn as the first member of the_ bar. 
And 
on motion of Mr. Magaw, An 


drew Ross, Robert Galbraith, Philip 
Pendleton, David Sample and James 
Wilson were also admi ted and sworn 
as members of the bar. 


OLD STONE "COURT HOUSE AND PRISON. 


According to the best and most re 


liable information obtainable, 
thi 


building was erected in the year 1' 
on the northwest corner of the pnbli 
square, close to the lines of Penn an 
Juliana streets and immediately i 
front of lots Nos 23 and 26, on whie 
the Lutheran church and parsonag 
now stand, (a) 


The court house and prison were in 


eluded in one building, and was erecte 
with a frontage of 65 feet on Julian 
street and 39 feet on Penn stree 
I', was two 
stories 
in 
height] 


with a high peaked roof,capped with 
tall steeple. The first fbor was mai 
ly used for prison purposes (the larg 
est room being used for the confine- 
ment of unfortunate debtors, as im- 
prisonment for debt was not abolished 


er the high peaked roof, was divided 
nto several rooms for the use of the 
rand and petit juries. 
A wide, uncovered stairway led from 
he pavement to an imposing portico, 
rom which a large door opened into 
le court room. A second wide stair- 
ay led from the court room to the 
ury rooms above. The building was a 
igh, massive, substantial and impos- 
ng limestone structure. 


On the north side of the building 
lere was also erected a one-story stone 
uilding (16x21 feet), which was used 
oth as an entrance to the jail and for 
amily 
purposes. 
About the year 


795 a one-story brick building (39x21 
eet), with an arched or fire-proof ceil- 
ng, was erected immediately north of 
he above mentioned old court house 
nd prison, on the line of Juliana 
treet, and divided into three offices 
or the accommodation of the county 
ffieials. This entire row of buildings 
hen covered the whole frontage of 
20 feet on Juliana street. 
A high and thick stone wall enclosed 
he entire space between the building 
and the western line of the public 
qnare (81x65 feet)—and this enclosure 
was used as a jail yard for the prison- 
:rs. 


THE SEW COURT HOUSE. 


In the fall of 1825 the public author- 
ties deemed it advisable to erect a 
new court house. The Havlin plan 
was adopted, and on the 13 ih of Feb- 
ruary, 1826, the commissioners, Rich- 
ard Silvers, Abraham Folch and John 
Bowser, awarded the contract to Solo- 
mon Filler, to "build the said court 
house with brick on the southwest cor- 
ner of the public squire, for the sum 
of 87,500," with JosepaS. Morrison and 
John Keefe, as sureties. 


After the completion of the court 


house in 1829, in accordance with the 
above mentioned contract, and its oc- 
cupancy by the several courts and 
county officials, the commisaionersleas- 
ed the two upper floors for school pur- 


pearing that the nuisance had been 
abated—whereupon the court ordered 
,nd directed that the defendants pay a 
fine of one cent, and the costs of pros- 
ecution, £c. 
THE REMOVAL OF THE BRICK EUILDIX6. 


Within one year after the removal of 


the old court house and prison a new 
and more bitter controversy arose in 
regard to the removal of the brick 
building 
above 
mentioned, 
from 


The fact that 
were then oc- 


cupied by George W. Bowman, editor 
of THE BEDFORD GAZETTE, a very 
ardent and uncompromising Democrat, 
inflamed the partisan feelings of many 
members of the Whig, or Anti-Masonic 
party, to an irrepressible degree. 


This violent exhibition of partisan 


feeling of course incensed many mem- 
bers of the Democratic party, and led 
them to oppose the removal of the 
building quite as strenuously as the 
Whigs favored it. 


In this matter General Bowman and 


his adherents were clearly in error, re- 
specting the law, as the result con- 
clusively proved. 


In the Court of Quarter Sessions, 


April sessions, 1843, No. 3, George W. 
Bowman and Joseph W. Duncan were 
indicted for maintaining a public nui- 
sance in the occupancy of the said 
offices. 
The grand jury returned a 


true bill. Dr. IP. B. Barclay, Thomas 
King and Alexander King endorsed as 
prosecutors. (During the pending of 
this case the county commissioners 
filed a series of resolutions, vehement- 
ly opposing the removal of the build- 
ing, with many fallacious reasons.) 
Samuel H Tate, deputy attorney gen- 
eral, Samuel II. Barclay and Alexan- 
der King, Esq , represented the com- 
monwealth, and Joshua F. Cox the 
defendants. 


On this indictment the defendants 


were tried on the 28th of August, 1843 
The jury returned a special verdict, 
finding in substance the following 
facts: "The building mentioned in the 
indictment was put in the great square 
of the town of Bedford, in the county

THE SEW JAIL. 


On the 15th of February, 1S3G, the 


county commissioners, Robert Gibson, 
John Sipes and George James, adopted 
a plan lor anew jail. On the llth of 
March, of same year, they awarded 
the contract to Abraham Kerns for the 
sum of 87,940, to erect the same of 
brick, on lots Nos. 33 and 24, frontiug 
the public square. (On the 10th of 
February, 1838, the commissioners sold 
the stone in the old jail yard wall to 
Abraham Kerns for $40 ) 


In the year 1S33 the new jail was 


completed and accepted by the com- 
missioners for public use. (c) 
Very 


soon thereafter 
the commissioners 


leased the lower floor of the old court 
house for a residence. And they placed 
Joseph W. Duncan, county treasurer, 
in one of the brick offices and leased 
the other two omces to George W. 
Bowman, editor of THE BEDFOKD GA- 
ZETTE,for printing purposes. As all of 
these old buildings stood upon the 


of Bedford, previous to the year 
at the expense of the county and for 
the purpose of being used as offices for 
the prothonotary, register, recorder, 
sheriff and commissioners of Bedford 
county 
It was used for that purpose 


from the time of erection until the 
year 1829, when a new building was 
erected in which the public 
offices 


above mentioned have been kept since 
that time; apart of the said building 
mentioned in the indictment is now 
used as an office by one of the defend- 
ants, who is the county treasurer, and 
the other part is occupied by the other 
defendant as a printing office, the 
commissioners having leased to him, 
receiving a certain yearly rent to be 
paid into the county treasury. 


"The house is built on the great 


public square of the town of Bedford, 
as laid out in the plan remaining in 
the surveyor general's office, pro. ut., 
certified copy thereof. The town was 
laid out by the Proprietary in 1766. 
The building aforesaid is built at the 
place on the great public square mark- 
ed with red ink an the copy of the plan 
referred to. 
The square is 300 feet 


long by 320 feet wide. 
The county 


court house, with offices, etc , which 
is now used as such, was built on the 
same great square at the place on the 
plan in dotted lines of black ink. The 
building mentioned in the indictment 
has always been used, and is now used, 
under the control of the county com- 
missioners. Whether the defendants 
are guilty or not, the jury are igno- 
rant.and therefore the jury do find the 
above facts, and refer the same to the 
court for their judgment thereupon, 
whether on these facts the defendants 
can, or ought to be found guilty in 
manner and form as they stand in- 
dicted, or not guilty." 


Same day Joshua F. Cox, Esq., attor- 


ney for the defendants, moved an ar- 
rest of judgment and filed the reasons 
therefor. On the 25th of April, 1844, 
arguments of counsel being heard and 
the case fully considered, His Honor 
Judge Black was of the opinion— 


'•1. That the author! ties had aright 


to erect a court house and other public 
buildings for the use of the county on 
the great square mentioned in the ver- 
dict, aud a building erected for such 
a purpose is not a nuisance so long as 
it continues to be used for public pur- 
poses, and occupied by a public officer 
of the county. 


"2. That such a building becomes a 


public nuisance, if it be wholly aban- 


Extracts From Keport at Proceedings of 


the Meetings Held In tbe Count?.

A't Buffalo Mills the programme, as 


published in THE GAZETTE, was, in 
the main, carried out. 


AT OSTERBTOG- 


Alva Agee, speaking on the subject, 
'Underdrainage," said: 
Dead water 


that stands on the soil seals up the 
fertility in the soil to a certain extent. 
We want the water to go down, so the 
plants can have air so that they can 
warm up nicely, so the plants can go 
down and get hold of the fertility that 
is in the soil. I would not use stone 
for underdrainoge ii I could get tile 
at a reasonable price. Tile will last 
for generations. First in drainage lay 
out your system so you have a main, 
sub-main and laterals. 
If you first 


put in a tile in the worst places, you 
will find that it will pay. Never put 
in too small a tile; if it is too small it 
will not carry all the water off. Have 
tile burnt hard enough so that it is 
well glazed. If you put them in too 
deep it takes the water too long to get 
down. If you have a porous soil it 
should be three feet; if it is tight and 
heavy it should not be so deep. The 
mains should be deeper than the sub- 
mains and laterals. Box tile will give 
the same results as the drainage but 
will not last near as long. 


"Commercial Fertilizers," by M. S. 


McDowell: Four million dollars' worth 
of commercial fertilizers are sown in 
one year in this state. 
First, we 


should know what our land needs, and 
second, we should know which is the 
most economical There are 70 ele- 
ments; of these but 14 go to make up 
plant life. Nitrogen, phosphoric acid 
and potash are most likely to be lacking 
iu our soils. So we must substitute 
something in the form of commercial 
fertilizer. All soils contain tons and 
tons of these three elements; but they 
are there in a locked in, or inactive, 
condition. The best way to test what 
a soil needs is to try certain fertilizers 
on a small scale, aud by the result you 
can tell which ones are needed. Nitro- 
gen is the leaf and wood grower 
Phosphoric acid is an element that 
develops the seed and stiffens the 
straw, and potash goes to make the 
fruit and potato.

He re- 
turned to his home in Colerain town- 
ship and on January 5, 1865, W83 
united in marriage to Miss Mary Jane 
Shaffer, daughter of Henry and Re- 
becca Shaffer, of Friend's Cove. To 
this union eight children were born

'HE REMOVAL OF THE OLD COERT HOUSE, 


At 
April sessions. No. 8, 1840, 


a true bill of indictment was found by 
,he grand jury against James Cessna, 
Thomas J. Harris and William Jackson, 
defendants, the occupants of the old 
court house and prison, for maintain- 
ng a public nuisance. The case was 
submitted to a petit jury on the 25th of 
July, 1840, and they returned a verdict, 
that "the defendants are guilty in man- 
ner and form as they stand indicted.' 


Job Mann and John A. Blodgcl 


were attorneys for the defendants and 
W. C. Logan, deputy attorney general 
S M. Barclay and Samuel L. Russel 
were attorneys for the commonwealth 


On the 28th of November, 1840, John 


A, Blodget, Esq , attorney for the de- 


doned by the authorities, and be occu- 
pied only by private individuals for 
private purposes. 


'•3. That the county treasurer being 


required by statute to keep his office 
in such building as shall be appropri- 
ated for that purpose, the building is 
not a public nuisance, while it is oc- 
cupied by him. 


"The judgment, therefore, arrested. 


"By the Court." 


The commonwealth thereupon re- 


moved the record to 
the supreme 


court by writ of error, and assigned 
the following errors: 


'•1. The court below erred in 
ar- 


resting the judgment. 


"2. In deciding that the authorities 


lad a right to erect a court house and 
other public buildings for the use of 
the county, in the great square men- 
tioned in the verdict; and that a build- 
ing erected for such a purpose is not a 
nuisance as long as it continues to be 
used for public purposes, and occupied 
by a public officer of the county. 


"3. la directing that the building 


mentioned in the special verdict as oc- 
cupied by the county treasurer, is not 
a public nuisance so long as occupied 
by him "

"Control of Soil Moisture," by Alva 


Agee: We must have water to grow 
our crops. We must have moisture to 
a certain amount to make a plant grow. 
There is enough fertility in a fairly 
poor land to grow a crop if there is 
plenty of moisture. It is the water 
that falls in the winter and fall that 
comes back up in the summer. It is 
our business to control the water that 
is in the ground. The year of drouth 
is the year that we make Hie most, 
when we control the water in the soil. 
In time of drouth the water comes up, 
in wet weather it goes down.

Two Houses Burned—The Whole Town 


Imperilled—ANanow Escape. 


HYSTDMAN, February 27 —A destruct- 


ive conflagation occurred here "Wed- 
nesday morning at 3.30 o'clock, when 
the dwelling house occupied by Samuel 
C. Albright and George W. Holland on 
George street were totally destroyed. 
The nre originated in asmoke house on 
the Albright premises in which some 
meat was being preserved, and before 
the flames were discovered they had 
gained such headway that the Al- 
bright residence was on fire before the 
occupants fully realized the terrible 
situation. 
With great difficulty Mr. 


Albright succeeded in getting his 
wife and children out of the burning 
building. 
Miss Agnes Kennell, his 


sister-in-law, who was stopping with 
them at the time, was seriously burn- 
ed on the face and head and narrowly 
ebcaped a horrible death by jumping 
out of a window. The entire contents 
of the house were consumed. 


There was a brisk breeze from the 


northwest, which drove the flames 
toward the residence occupied by 
George W. Holland and owned by 
John W. O'Roke. The contents of the 
house had been moved out and it was 
left to its fate and attention given to 
adjoining properties. 


A number of citizens had responded 


to the fire alarm and the hose were 
taken to the scene promptly, b'lt when 
attached to the water plugs the pres- 
sure was found to be so weak as to 
render this means of fighting the 
flames useless and buckets were resort- 
ed to for the further protection of 
property. The stiff breeze that was 
blowing scattered the fire in all direc- 
tions and the houses owned by M. II. 
Kramer, Charles Dunlap, Mis. Lucinda 
Turner and Charles W. Close were 
frequently fired and each time the 
flames promptly quenched by heroic 
work of the bucket brigade. 


The O'Roke property was not in- 


sured. Mr. Albright lost everything; 
the house, owned by his brother, 
Joseph Albright, was insured for 3800. 
This town is in urgent need of a good 
fire company and increased facilities 
for protection from such disasters 
At one time during the fire every 
building on the street seemed doomed 
and it was almost miraculous that the 
efforts of a few a obi e men with buck- 
ets confined the ilimes to such a small 
space. It is time our citizens became 
cognizint of the danger constantly 
lurking over them and take prompt 
measures to avoid being again so 
handicapped when another like calam- 
ity occurs.

One of the most beautiful and inter- 


esting tours awheel leading out ol the 
city of Buffalo, N. Y., is that which 
follows the course of the Niagara in 
sight of the grand scenery of the upper 
rapids, the mighty cataract and whirl- 
pool, to the historic old town of Lew- 
iston. In giving the following brief 
outline of a ride, which ladies will find 
quite within their powers, no attempt 
has been made to give a description of 
the natural scenery, only the historic 
sites being touched upon, and only 
those which are actually en-route. 


Leaving the Pan-American exposi- 


tion at the Water Gate, corner of Del- 
aware and Forest avenues, the cyclist 
turns to the left, following Delaware 
avenue and passing between 
the 


grounds of the exposition and the 
beautiful cemetery called Forest Lawn, 
where lie the bones of the famous old 
Indian chief, Bed Jacket, to Kenmore, 
just over the city line. From the start- 
ing point to the city line the pavement 
is smooth asphalt, thence to Tonawanda 
it is of brick. 
Passing through the 


Tonawandas and north along the river 
to La Salle.the greater part of tbe way 
is over cycle paths. 


At La Salle, Cayuga creek is crossed 


by a bridge. This quiet little town is 
named after the great explorer who, in 


1679, built and launched the Griffon, 
the first vessel,other than a bark canoe, 
to navigate the upper lakes and the 
pioneer of the present great lake fleet. 
This was on the eastern bank of the 
arm of the river, known as the Little 
Niagara, about opposite the middle of 
Cayuga island, a short distance south 
of the mouth of Cayuga creek. Ap- 
proximately on the same spot, now on 
the Angevine farm, the United States, 
about 1804, established a shipyard, 
where a vessel was built and others re- 
paired for some years. 


The so-called tunnel or New Factory 


district, on the southern edge of the 
city of Niagara Falls, embraces several 
points of historic interest. 
The first is 


Schlosser dock, where, about 1816, was 
built a store house by Porter, Barton 
& Co., it being the upper end of the 
new portage from Lewiston, and the 
great shipping point above the falls for 
a vast amount of freight, to and from 
the west. This old dock is one of the 


known as Fort Gray. From this point 
may be seen across the river the 
splendid monument to Gen. Isaac 
Brock, commemorating his death at 
the battle of Queenstown Heights 
October 13,1812.

. 


Passing" down the 
mountain r * we 


come, on the Lewiston plateau, to the 
site of Joncaire's cabin, built 1719, 
soon enlarged to a fort called "Maga- 
zine Royal," France's first permanent 
location on the river, through which 
was obtained permission to build what 
afterward became Fort Niagara. Near 
it were Hennepin's landing and the 
cabin which he built in 1678; and very 
near this point in the year 1764 the 
British built a small fort and some 
wharfs, also storehouses for goods in 
transit. 
In this ancient village of 


Lewiston Daniel Webster once ap- 
peared in court, and some of Fenimore 
Cooper's famous novels were written 
in this place.

Here it was on the night 
of December 29, 1S37, that the British 
seized the Carolina—one man being 
killed on the dock, in the fray—towed 
her into the stream, set fire to her and 
sent her blazing toward the falls. The 
Carolina was suspected of carrying 
supplies to the insurgents, encamped 
on Navy island, opposite. This affair 
threatened to involve the United States 
and Great Britain in another war. A 
short distance below the site of the old 
dock once stood Fort Schlosser, built 
by the British in 1760. Nearer yet to 
the falls is the site of Fort Little Niag- 
ara, built in 1759. Near this is the 
stone chimney, an ideal landmark as 
it stands, but threatened with destruc- 
tion. It was built by the French, as a

part of their barracks, about 1750. 
Ten years later the French building 
was destroyed and the English attach- 
ed to the chimney a large dwelling, 
using the framework which the French 
had some time before prepared for a 
chapel at Fort Niagara. This house, 
later known as Steadman's, was burned 
in 1813, the chimney being once more 
left, as a monument to the vicissitudes 
of time. 


These two forts, Schlossers' and Lit- 


tle Niagara, guarded in turn tbe upper 
end of the old portage road from Lew- 
iston. Near this point is now locat- 
ed the gray stone building which typi- 
fies the new era of Niagara. It is the 
power house where is generated the 
electrical power used in the city o( 
Buffalo and at the Pan-American ex- 
position. This massive stone building 
is as much a symbol of the new or- 
der of things as the tottering gray 
chimney is a monument of the old. 


On the present portage road, a 


quarter of a mile or so from the river, 
can still be traced the outlines of one 
of the blockhouses erected in 1764 by 
Capt. John Montressor. 
This was 


the last of several built by him to pro- 
tect the road from the passage of 
Bradstreet's army. 


Near the southern end of the New 


York state reservation, at Niagara, is 
the site of Frenchman's Landing, the 
upper end of the old Indian trail 
around the falls, and the termination 
of the earliest portage. Here, about 


1740, a blockhouse and storehouse were 
erected by the French. On the river 
bank in Prospect 
park, within the 


reservation, is a point which is still 
called 
"Hennepin's 
View," 
where 


tradition says 
that Father Louis 


Hennepin first saw tbe Falls of Niag- 
ara in 1S78. 


A short distance north from this 


point but outside of the reservation is 
the site of the Indian Ladder of days 
before settlement. It was a tall cedar, 
with branches lopped off about a foot 
from the trunk, fastened to the face of 
the cliff. By this means, Indians and 
early white visitors descended to the 
water below. 


Midway on the road between Niag- 


ara Falls and Lewiston are Bloody 
Run and Devil's Hole, the scene of 
the massacre of September, 1763. Here 
the Senecas ambushed a British supply 
train on the Srst return journey over 
the reconstructed portage from Fort 
Schlosser to Fort Niagara, only three 
of about 100 men escaping. A little 
farther north the same Indians am- 
bushed a British relieving force of 
two companies, hastening up from the 
site of Lewiston, only eight escaping 
the second slaughter. A blockhouse 
was built by Montressor in 1764 on the 
north side of the run, near the edge of 
the cliff. 


The edge of the Niagara escarpment 


or "mountain" overlooking Lewiston 
has many associations, some of them 
of the most important in our frontier 
history. This was the last of Father 
Hennepin's ''three mountains," up

Give Os tbe Facts. 


Nearly four months have elapsed 


since election, says the March Atlan- 
tic, and there has been not only no 
appreciable progress in establishing 
civil government in the Philippines, 
but no indication that the majority in 
congress realize that tbe country has 
a right to expect from them a definite 
Philippine programme. 
While the 


lives of volunteer American soldiers 
have been in deadly peril, congress 
has been debating- the details of a 
shipping subsidy bill. 
What is still 


worse, the country has been deceived 
as to the plain facts ol the Philippine 
situation. The reports ol generals in 
the field, the finding of the two com- 
missions, the messages of the president, 
the speeches of recognized leaders of 
the party, contain absolutely irrecon- 
cilable statements. Ours is a govern- 
ment by public opinion. 
But how is 


the public-spirited citizen to learn the 
truth about the most elementary facts 
concerning the Filipinos, such as their 
tribal relations, the extent to which 
they use a common language, the state 
of popular education and political in- 
telligence, and the territorial limits 
of their present rebellion against the 
United States ? Even upon fundamen- 
tal questions like these, our newspa- 
pers and magazines are as confused 
and contradictory as any intelligence 
given out by the 
administration. 


Are the revolutionists "a few disaf- 
fected Tagalogs," or are we encounter- 
ing the patriotic resistance of a prac- 
tically united people ? 
Every Ameri- 


can voter has a right to the possession 
of these facts, provided the facts are 
known at Washington. If they are 
not known at Washington, they ought 
to be.

In my boyhood, 
a period not much longer from the 
peace of 1783 than it is Irom the pres- 
ent to the closing of the civil war, the 
country swarmed with titled men who 
were supposed to have won their dis- 
tinction in the war of the revolution. 
Titles have always been dear to the 
south, its inhabitants claiming to be 
the aristocracy of the American Union. 
Now we have the Queen's Daughters, 
Sons oi the Revolution, and the titles 
won in these associations are freely 
used in public, and the men who wear 
them feel just as proud as if they were 
won on the battlefield. 
Within the 


past two years a number of disting- 
uished foreign titles have been con- 
ferred on a number of American 
women by marriage, who in future 
will make Europe their home; with 
most of them large sums of money 
have left the country, for which we 
have had no requital but the title con- 
ferred. The Duchess of Marlborough 
took a dot of not less than three 
millions of dollars away with her and 
on the occasion of the birth ol her 
first child received from her father 
fifty thousand dollars in gold to wel- 
come the new little stranger. Many 
of the old Maryland families have 
married foreigners, the Carrolls, of 
Carrollton, 
being notably disting- 


uished quite as much for their beauty 
as their title. 


The wealth of the United States has 


doubled itself since I860. It has been 
an age of colossal fortunes suddenly 


exist where men hive together, so we 
may expect to meet in the future. 
Men of views diametrically opposite, 
where great fortunes are at stake, 
will seek for their 
associates in 


the formation of political parties; 
and here at this point arises the 
question, What is the best system 
of government for man ? 
We' have 


pinned our faith to a republican form 
of government, not a democracy pure, 
but a representative democracy, where 
many men seek one man to deliver 
their will in the great councils ol the 
nation.

rule by divine right, but his conduct 
is subject to the review ol the people. 
The commons hold the public purse; 
all acts involving the expenditure of 
public money must emanate Irom the 
commons ; the use of the money and 
the exercise of power is directed by the 
higher house of lords. 
The house of 


lords is supposed to be a guard closer 
to the king than

commons;

the lords gather round the king. The 
balance existing between the two is 
regarded as the highest form ol human 
government known to man.

FRANCE THE TEUTONIC. 


Parts ot tlie Republic Are as Mnch 


German as the Fatherland. 


The northern third of France and 


half of Belgium are today more Teu- 
tonic thnn the south of Germany. This 
should not occasion surprise when we 
remember the incessant downpour of 
Teutonic tribes during the whole his- 
toric period. It was a constant pro- 
cession of Goths from all points of the 
compass — Franlts, Burgundians and 
others. 


France was entirely overrun by the 


Franks, with the exception of Brittany, 
by the middle of the sixth century. All 
through the middle ages this part of 
France was German in language and 
customs as well. The very name of 
the country is Teutonic. It has the 
same origin as Franconia, in southern 
Germany. In 812 the council of Tours, 
away down south, ordained that every 
bishop should preach both in the Ro- 
manic and the Teutonic languages. 


The Franks reserved their German 


speech 400 years after the conquest. 
Charlemagne was a German. 
His 


courtiers were all Germans. He lived 
and governed from outside the limits 
of modern France. The Abbe Sieycs 
uttered an ethnological truism when. 
In the course of the French revolution, 
he cried out against the French aris- 
tocracy, "Let us send them bact to 
their German marshes whence they 
came!"—London Express.

tions to the court below to carry the 
judgment of this court into execution, 
as per copy of said judgment on sen- 
tence and opinion filed Oth of July, 
184C." 


The opinion of Gibson, C. I. at large, 


may be found in (3 Barr-206) Com. ver- 
sus Bowman. 
The syllabus of the 


decision is as follows : 


"The foundation of the right of a 


county to reasonable accommodations 
for its court house and public offices, 
in the great square of the county town, 
is based upon one of the usages of our 
state, which has acquired the consis- 
tence of law; and the extent of the 
right is limited to the single purpose 
sanctioned by that usage. 


"A county has no inherent right of 


property in a public square which has 
been dedicated not to its use only, but 
to the use of all the citizens of the 
commonwealth, as a public highway, 
over which all have a right to pass, 
without unreasonableletor hindrance. 


"Such public square is as much a 


highway as if it were a street; and 
neither the county nor the public can 
block it up, to the prejudice of the pub- 
lic or an individual. 


"Where a building for a court room 


and public offices was erected on a part 
of the public square by county commis- 
sioners previous to 1SOO, which was 
ns;d for the purposes of its erection 
from that time until 1829, when a new 
court house and offices were erected on 
another part of the same square, to 
which tb.2 court and public records of 
the county ware removed; and a part 
of the old building was let by the com- 
missioners, at a yearly rent, for a print- 
ing oflice, and the rest of it was used 
as the office of the county treasurer. 


"Held, that each of the purposes to 


which the commissioners appropriated 
the old building was unlawful; and 
that the duty of the commissioners re- 
quired them to remove the materials 
of the old building, or to abandon them 
to the municipal authorities; and by

ious to a criminal prosecution for a 
public nuisance. In such case, the per- 
sons who occupied the old building 
under the commissioners 
subjected 


themselves to an indictment for erect- 
ing, maintaining and keeping up the 
said building, as for a public nuisance." 


As the commissioners failed to carry 


out 
promptly the judgment of the 


supreme court, the borough authori- 
ties sold the brick offices to Benjamin 
W. Girretson, who speedily 
removed 


the same, and with the material erect- 
ed a dwelling house on West John 
street. 


This decision is so broad and conclu. 


sive that it has settled for all time the 
principles involved. Hereafter a public 
square or street dedicated to public use 
can never be used for private use. 


(it) That the "court house and prison" 


was completed in 1774 is absolutely rertain. 
In 1778 the grand jury reported the jail 
as entirely insecure. They referred to the 
temporary log jail. 


On the 23d ol July, 1774, the Provincial 


Assembly 
appropriated 
eight hundred 


pounds as a loan to Bedford, Westmore- 
land and Northumberland counties for 
building a court house and prison in each 
of the said counties; the commissioners 
paid George Woods a bill of forty-three 
pounds for services in superintending the 
erection of said buildings in 1774; and suf- 
ficient county taxes for the purpose were 
not available before 1774. 


(b) In 1S76 the commissioners made an 


addition to the court house by adding in 
the rear thereof two large vaults for the 
prothonotary and recorder, on the first 
floor, and a grand jury room and B petit 
jury room on the second floor. 


(c} In the year 1S95 the commissioners 


erected a new jail, of brick, on lots Nos. Gl 
and 02 on the south side of West Penn 
street, at a cost of J35.000.
